It is considered axiomatic 


that great athletes

Taft (the 
late Sen. Robert A. Taft, R- 
OhicO could be elected. I consid-

views were out of date. 


"When I used the word 'duty' 


Eisenhower got up and walked 
up and down the room. And aft- 
er he said he would do it but it 
would be his bitterest moment, 
he repeated again he would run 
if it proved to be his duty." 


Lodge was not the first to ask 


Eisenhower to run for Presi- 
dent. In fact, while he was run- 
ning the allied war effort in Eu- 
rope, both parties sought him 
out as a potential candidate.

To 'Teacher* Gen. Fox Connor

Dwight D. Eisenhower's life as 
a professional soldier is a man 
whose name is little known to- 
day, Gen. Fox Conner. 


"He was my teacher," Ei- 


senhower often said. 


In fact, Conner was his com- 


manding officer in the 1920's. In 
calling him "my teacher," Ei- 
senhower meant that Conner 
broadened his understanding of 


senho'ver to his quarters and 
Eisenhower was immediately 
struck by the general's library 
Naturally, it was weighted on 
the side of military subjects. 
However, he noted that the 
shelves were filled with every- 
thing from Shakespeare and 
Plato to the latest fiction, as 
well. 


Eisenhower had an inherent 


taste for history, but the method 
of teaching in West Point had 
all but extinguished it. The ca- 


introduced him to what Eisen- 
hower called "the great world 
of writing and thinking." 


To the end of his days, Eisen- 


hower revered Gen. Conner. 
Their relationship 
constitutes 


one o! the wannest and most 
touching chapters in Eisenhow- 
er's story. 


Tank School 


They met in 1921 at Camp 


Meade, Md. Eisenhower, then a 
major, was enrolled in the In- 
fantry Tank School there. (He 
graduated with an "A ") One 
day, he was introduced to a tall, 
slim Mississippian, Conner. Ei- 
senhower noted on the general's 
tunic the Purple Heart, symbol 
of a combat wound, and the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal. They 
had a brief discussion about 
tanks and tactics.

When he became commander

gan Eisenhower's re-education 
by encouraging him to read 
Shakespeare's accounts of bat- 
tles and his portraits of soldiers. 

Eisen- 
hower read his "On War" three 
times along with the works of 
Jomini and Roper. Then he had, 
at Conner's suggestion, a thor-

"Campaigns," the accounts by 
Fremantle and Haskell of the 
Battle of Gettysburg. Apart 
from military history, Conner 
nudged him into reading Plato

works " 


Conner never quizzed Eisen- 


hower about a book in the man- 
ner of a teacher and student. He 
would introduce it into a conver- 
sation so casually that it was 
more like a "bull session," Ei- 
senhower recalled. These talks 
took place especially when they 
were in the field, reconnoitering 
the terrain in the Canal Zone. 
Years later, Eisenhower would 
recall with the keenest pleasure 
sitting around a camp fire at 
night discussing with Conner the 
Battle of Gettysburg and the 
campaigns of the Civil War. 


Trace Campaigns 


In his quarters, he fitted up 


what he called a "work room" 
in which he spread out large 
maps Then along with a book, 
he would trace the development 
of a particular campaign. In 
this way, he once told me, he 
studied in minute detail Napo- 
leon's operations at AusterUtz 
and Marengo and the emperor's 
last campaign in Italy. 


It was a thrilling period for 


Eisenhower. Conner deftly took 
him along paths that led to un- 
dreamed-of vistas of thought. 


One day, Eisenhower's boy- 


hood friend. "Swede" Hazlett, 
appeared at Camp Gaillard. Ha- 
zlett, a graduate of the Naval 
Academy, was then commander 
of a submarine. He brought his 
ship into Panama for repairs. 
He found a much different man 
from the one he had known in 
Abilene when they crammed to- 
gether for the examination of 
Annapolis and West Point. 


Drew Up Pains 


"What interested me most 


was his work," Hazlett wrote.

The Debate on the Beer Tax 


Only one of the 
50 states. North 


Carolina, does not levy any sort of a direct 
tax on cigarettes, and the legislature now 
has before it a proposal for a five-cent a 
pack tax. 


"The proposal for a new cigarette tax 


reportedly 
will 
encounter 
considerable 


opposition," Tax Foundation 
Inc. com- 


mented matter-of-factly the other day in a 
summary of state fiscal problems. 


The reason, of course, is that North 


Carolina is a center of tobacco raising and 
cigarette manufacturing, and such things 
have a way of being translated into political 
power. 


All of this is interesting in view of that 


part of Gov. Warren Knowles1 revenue 
package which asks for an increase of $2 
in the present $1 a barrel state tax on beer, 
a tax which has stood without change since 
1933. There was quite a bit of crying in the 
beer the other day when a legislative 
committee took a stab at trying to move the 
beer tax increase along. 


Said ths representatives of the brew- 


eries. The tax increase would drive a lot of 
manufacturers out of business. 


The increase figures out to about six 


and c;'e-half cents a case and to about two- 
tenths of a cent a glass over the bar, and it 
doesn't require too much of a knowledge of 
economics to figure out who will wind up 
paying for the increased cost. The tax 
increase would not be applied to beer 
headed for sale outside of Wisconsin, which 
removes the argument of a handicap in 
competition. 


What is called the beer lobby in 


Wisconsin is a powerful political force 
since it represents a combination of the 
manufacturer, organized labor, the sales 
structure — and perhaps the consumer. 
But with the state needing S400 million in 
new revenues for the coming biennium, it 
would seem that a review of a tax levy 
which has been unchanged for 36 years 
would not be too much out of line. 


It might even contribute a case in point 


for some of those after 5 p.m. denuncia- 
tions of higher taxes. 


Meef/ng the Needs of the Disadvantaged 


In response to the demands of black 


militants who had seized university facili- 
ties and who probably were to blame for 
some broken windows and fires, the Board 
of Governors of Rutgers University in New 
Jersey announced that in the future they 
will admit any and all "educationally and 
economically disadvantaged" graduates of 
high schools in Newark, New Brunswick 
and Camden, where the university has 
facilities. This is a shotgun approach to an 
immense problem and it isn't very likely to 
succeed. 


The Board of Governors said nothing 


about' special courses on the campuses to 
help the disadvantaged students catch up to 
the rest. But this is exactly the major 
problem and one of the main causes of the 
demands for more black studies and even 
separate facilities. 


Students who have had substandard 


elementary and secondary preparations, 
not to mention the problems that arise 
from the disadvantaged home and neigh- 
borhood, simply cannot meet the standards 
of many colleges and universities. This is 


especially true in the tougher institutions 
where a very small percentage of even top 
high school students are able to gain 
admission. By admitting all deprived stu- 
dents, the university must either set up 
extensive tutoring and counseling services 
or lower its educational requirements. The 
other alternative of permitting the disad- 
vantaged to take special, easy courses is 
hardly the means of raising their educa- 
tional 
standards 
and 
it 
discriminates 


against the average student who has had a 
good educational background. 


What is needed is for the colleges and 


universities to start much earlier with 
prospective college caliber students with 
summer programs and supervised second- 
ary school courses. Throwing the deprived 
student into the academic atmosphere of a 
university for which he is not qualified will 
only serve to increase his frustration, his 
sense of inferiority and the chances that he 
will explode in violent retaliation against 
the society that he sees as responsible for 
his plight.

Otepka to a $36,000 a year seat on the

Board might be described as what is called 
a finesse in politics. Strong advocates of a 
position are supposed to be satisfied by 
such an act but the real question also is 
avoided. 


Otepka has been involved in a six-year 


controversy with the State Department, 
where he once held a top post as security 
evaluator. Depending on the point of view, 
Otepka was either demoted by former 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk because he 
passed on executive branch files to a Sen- 
ate investigating committee or because he 
sought Senate committee action on \vhat 
he regarded as security risks when the 
State Department would not act. 


Since then, Otepka has been doing 


clerical work in the State Department. The 
Civil Service Commission turned down his 
appeal last fall, but Otepka decided against 
a further appeal while waiting to see what 
course the new president would take in the 
matter. The appointment to the SACB is 
the answer. 


"It's just so beautiful — putting him in 


the SACB. with that resounding title and no 


function," the Washington Star quoted one 
senatorial source. 


The SACB, which is supposed to deter- 


mine whether persons or organizations 
should register as subversives, broke into 
the news two years ago when President 
Johnson appointed Simon McHugh Jr. as a 
board member. As far as could be deter- 
mined, McHugh's main qualification for the 
job was that he was married to one of 
LBJ's favorite White House secretaries. 


It also turned out that the board, which 


has a $400,000 annual budget, had not had 
a formal meeting in two years. At that 
time, Congress approved the McHugh ap- 
pointment with one of its classic compro- 
mises. It said the board would have to 
close shop unless it could demonstate that 
there was some work to be done. 


The SACB seerns little else than a 


duplication of the work which can be done 
much better by the professionals in the 
Department of Justice and the FBI. Last 
weekend, President Nixon was reported to 
have passed the word that he is not satis- 
fied with the progress which has been made 
on cutting nonessentials from the pending 
federal budget.

Kraft Writes 
First Breakthrough for Political 
Settlement in Vietnam Is Achieved

WASHINGTON — The im- 


portant thing about the latest 
Vietnamese developments is 
that the Nixon administration 
is going for the political way 
out — not merely the military 
way down. 


The President is aiming at 


the slow — but sure — exit by 
a settlement that will in some 
way change the nature of the 
South Vietnamese regime. He 
has, so far at least, not 
accepted 
the 
easy — but 


dubious — course of covering 
the mistakes of the past by 
going for a stalemate in the 
war. 


The chief sign of the politi- 


cal emphasis lies in the press 
conference given Tuesday in 
Saigon by South Vietnamese 
President Nguyen Van Thieu. 
The mere fact that peace news 
was being made in Saigon was 
of itself significant. For the 
rne thing Saigon can do — 
that no other capital, including 
Washington, 
can 
do — is 


negotiate on arrangements for 
the political future of South 
Vietnam. 
READY TO NEGOTIATE 


That implicit fact was ex- 


plicitly underlined by Presi- 
dent Thieu. General Thieu said 
that he was prepared to nego- 
tiate "a political solution," in 
direct, secret talks with the 
National Liberation Front — 


the Communist-dominated in- 
surgency movement in South 
Vietnam. 


That commitment takes on 


tremendous s i g n i f i c a n c e 
against the evolution of the 
past. Not very long ago, the 
Thieu regime was treating the

Liberation Front as a gang of 
"bandits and terrorists" who 
could be dealt with only on an 
individual basis after they had 
laid down their arms — that is 
to say, surrendered. 


It was considered a major

Republican Majority

RENEGING ON DECISIONS 


On the face of it, there is a 


good deal to be said for the 
governor's position. The legis- 
lative financiers are going 
back on their 
word. They 


appropriated the money to the 
state services two years ago. 
The men of the finance com- 
mittee today are largely the 
same as those who made the 
decisions in 1967. But now they 
propose to reduce some of 
those funds, after the receiv- 
ing agencies made their plans 
in good faith. They are saying 
in effect, that a dollar spent at 
home is somehow more indis- 
pensable than the dollar spent 
on a state service. 


They are saying also, in 


effect, 
that they stand in 


greater fear of political retri- 
bution from their home-folks 
with regard to local school 
budget difficulties, than about 
compromising the operating 
state services. 


Some of these men explain, 


when they discuss the matter, 
that they are unwilling to take 
the brunt of taxpayer resent- 
ment against two state tax 
increase programs in a single 
legislative session. What they 
mean is that unless they raise 
the school aids through the 
reduction of other budgets, 


they will be required to pass a 
tax bill to finance it. 
COULD PROVIDE FUNDS 


But that is not necessarily • 


true. They could add the 
school aid deficiency money 
requirement to the general 
budget tax bill that they will 
enact later in the year. It 
would make the tax imposition 
a little greater, 
but it is 


unlikely that the average man 
would notice a change of two 
to three per cent in the 
increase when the whole tax 
package will approach 
$400 


million or more. 


Or they could expedite delib- 


erations on the budget and the 
revenue measure, put the new 
rvenue laws into effect earli- 
er than July, and pick up the 
school aid deficiency. 


But there are other irritants 


in the relations of the legisla- 
ture with the governor repre- 
senting the same 
political 


party that are becoming in- 
creasingly visible. As the men 
around Knowles see it, the 
finance committee is bearing 
down with conspicuous zeal in 
budget request pruning when 
the men who are closest to the 
executive 
department 
come 


before it. 
TWO EXAMPLES LISTED 


There were two examples 


last week when the finance 
committee 
cut deeply 
and 


painfully into the budgets thai 
Knowles had recommended for 
Secretary McGown of the De- 
partment of Administration, 
and Chairman Joseph Fagan 
of the Department of Labor, 
Industry and Human Rela- 
tions. McGown is Knowles' 
right hand man and advisor. 
Fagan 
is also a Knowles 


appointee and has carried out 
with zeal and energy some of 
the governor's programs for 
the improvement of conditions 
and the maintenance of peace 
in the Milwaukee Negro inner 
core. 


It may be that the finance 


committee members, none of 
whom probably has any spe- 
cial knowledge about the minor- 
ity problem 
in Milwaukee, 


are simply indifferent to such 
programs because of ignor- 
ance. 


But there is also an appear- 


ance given here that the 
committee is hitting with par- 
ticular zeal the men who are 
closest to Knowles and are 
known to be among his most 
confident advisers. 


Altogether, it is a strange 


way to run a railroad, as the 
old saying goes, or a political 
administration representing a 
party that has won with fair 
regularity lately but not with 
such margins as to make if 
possible to wage intramural 
fights with impunity.

My column some weeks ago, 


about "morality" and "jus- 
tice" taking precedence over 
laws, brought quite a few 
brickbats from readers who 
deplored my use of such loose 
and s u b j e c t i v e words as 
"morality" and "justice." 


Yet there is nothing else we 


can do. I cited the American 
Revolution as an example of 
men who rejected the British 
laws against the Colonies pre- 
cisely on these grounds — tnat 
they v i o l a t e d justice and 
morality. 


These two words, unfortu- 


nately, are 
like what St. 


Augustine said about t^c con- 
cept of "time " No philosopher 
can adequately define "time," 
but every common man knows 
what it is, if you don't ask 
him. Some ideas defy ade- 
quate description and defini- 
tion, yet we all have a gut- 
knowledge of what they mean. 


Morality may be "subjec- 


tive" in some areas; we may 
disagree about this or that 
application — but in its widest 
sense, as 'a right relation 
among people," there is a 
broad consensus among hu- 
manity, arid even throughout 
the ages. 


The world gradually agreed 


that feudalism was not a right 
relation among people — and 
.so m e r c a n t i l e capitalism 
arose, which was a great 
improvement. The world grad- 
ually agreeed that slavery was 
rot a right relation between 
people, and eventually it was 
abolished everywhere. 


Even our weak efforts at 


"interna »nal laws of war- 
fare" 
a r e 
movements of 


morality, because there is no 
"law" between nations, nad 
can never be. But we recog- 
nize that 
innocent civilians 


•should not be killed, that open 
cities should not be bombed, 
that prisoners should be ex- 
changed r a t h e r than sum- 
marily shot, and so on. 


The same is true of "jus- 


tice." We may disagree about 
specific applications, but all 
humanity recognizes a "natu- 
ral law" that goes beyond 
positive law. What the Nazis 
set up in Germany was super- 
ficially "legal," but the rest of 
the world knew it was hideous- 
ly unjust. Indeed, man's latent 
sense of justice (feeble and 
confused as it sometimes is)

has been responsible for every 
development i n self-govern- 
ment and social welfare. 


Because an idea is "subjec- 


tive," it is not necessarily less 
legitimate than some "objec- 
tive" law passed by the state. 
Love is subjective, yet the 
strongest force in our lives; 
faith is subjective, yet without 
it we would not have formed a 
new kind of nation against 
such formidable odds. 


Law is the instrument, ideal- 


ly, through which justice and 
morality become embodied in 
the commonweal; and laws 
themselves are legitimate only 
when they serve this purpose. 
When a law itself violates the 
spirit of man's nature, it must 
be repulsed if it cannot be 
repealed.

Union Criticizes 
Heads of Some 


Claim Instances 
Of County Employes 
Doing Housekeeping 


Post-Crescent Madison Bureau 


MADISON — An officer of an 


association of county and city 
employe unions is complaining 
that t h e superintendents of 
some county institutions have 
"cushy" jobs and "bonanzas" at 
the expense of local taxpayers. 


Robert Oberbeck of the union 


association made his assertion 
in a publication directed to 
municipal employe union mem- 
bers, and said that some county 
institution officers have unbudg- 
eted 
fringe benefits such as 


housekeeping and maid services 
through the use of county-paid 
employes recruited for other 
purposes. 


He likened the benefits of 


some of the county institution 
chiefs with those provided for 
the governor of Wisconsin by 
law. 


"What really makes this job 


rank with the governor's job 
and rate as a bonanza-type job 
is thai some of the superintend- 
ents have maid service provided 
for them. We know of no other 
county or municipal appointed 
officer that has such a cushy 
fringe benefit provided for him 
by the taxpayers." 


Oberbeck named no instances 


by locality, but wrote that "we 
have been informed of cases 
where t h e s e superintendents 
have full-time, county employes 
working either in their apart- 
ments or in the grounds resi- 
dence doing housekeeping, sew- 
ing, ironing and other household 
functions that normally would 
be performed by the wife of the 
superintendent " 


Meanwhile, he asserted, many 


of the county institutions 
are 


understaffed and have suffered 
from 
staffing 
difficulties for 


years. 


Oberbeck's public attack was 


inspired, he said, by a recent 
publication of the Public Ex- 
penditure Survey of Wisconsin 
which he said misled the public 
about the rising cost of public 
employe Salaries in the state. If 
the group is "really looking for 
an excuse to cut down on public 
expenditures they might start 
here," he declared.
